Nutl proceed.

McNutt declared himself out of the 


£ race. But the sentence was all but lost 


in the din of objection that was raised. 


"America needs strong, logical, lib- 


eral and able leaders in the kind of a 
world in which we live today," he 
said. "We cannot take chances now

days. If it makes a mistake, it is lost, 
We must have leaders who will keep 
this country safe and free.

CHICAGO'— (/P) — President Roose- 


velt, deciding in a time of "public 
danger" he can not turn his "back up- 
on the call to service," accepted Fri- 
day a third term nomination from the 
Democratic convention which, amid 
Boos and cheers, chose Secretary of 
Agriculture Henry Wallace for his 
running mate. 


While fully 20,000 persons sal in a 


midnight hush in the Chicago Stadium, 
the president told them by radio from 
the White House that "only the people 
themselves can draft a president." 


"It such a draft be made upon me, 


I say in utmost simplicity I will with 
God's help continue to serve with the 
best of my ability, and with the full- 
ness of my strength," he said. 


But he explained that in times so 


fraught with danger he would be 
able to do little campaigning.

ted. Those are the reasons why 1 have 
hud to admit to myself, and now to 
state to you, that my conscience will 
not let me turn my back to a call to 
service."

honey-filled trees in ten years. 


The Columbia, S. C., youth who 


spends his summers here first tried 
his luck at finding bee trees when he 
was nine. It was plenty sweet—a hive 
in the second tree he examined. 


His favorite -method of locating a 


tree is to made down a stream, watch 
bees sucking water from wet sand, 
and follow them.

Jesiis Went to Calvary/ 
praying earnestly that Me might be 
spared the Cross, but He atstf fdUhd 
in the hour of Gethsemane the faith 
that sustained Him and that enabled 
Him to believe that iri tfis sufferings 
and death He- was fulfilling the Will 
of an all-wise Father and His pur-f 
poses of redemption. 


All this is greatly at variance with 


the popular idea of doubt. The com- 
mon notion is that we should sup- 
press it, that w« shoufi hot allow 
any Questioning to enter bur minds 
concerning God and His Providence. 
But the book of Job and many other 
parts of the Bible speak different- 
ly. They suggest that w* should face 
the problems of life earnestly and 
sincerely, and that if we do thus 
face them we shall come Hot to a 
conventional belief that has little 
reality, but that we shall' come to 
real faith, 


All' this has never been more fine- 


ly expressed in modern times than 
In Tennyson's great poem, In Merrtor- 
iam, which has sometimes been call- 
ed "A Modern Book of Job." Tennyson 
wrote this poem, deeply moved by the 
death of his friend Arthur Henry Hal- 
lam. In one section he is replying to 
someone who has expressed the con- 
ventional idea that "doubt is Devil- 
born." In this he says: 
I know not: one indeed I knew

of the United States Senator, and in 
all elective state, district, circuit, 
county and township offices except 
those of Lieutenant Governor, Mem- 
ber- of the General Assembly and 
Representative in the Congress of 
Unit«d States, shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Governor. 


Section 3. The Governor, Lieutenant 


Governor and Acting Governor shall 
be ineligible for appointment to fill 
any vacancies occurring or any office 
or position created, and resignation 
shall not remove such ineligibility. 
Husbands and wives of such officers, 
and relatives of such officers, or of

BE .IT RESOLVED. BY THE SEN-

Section 1. The personal property of 


any resident, pf this State who is not 
married or the, head of a family, in 
specific articles tq be selected by such 
resident ,not exceeding in value the 
sum of Fifty Dollars in addition to his 
or her wearing apparel, shall be 
exempt from any and all State, County, 
Municipal and every other political 
subdibision ad valorem tax; provided, 
that the owner «r his agent, or in the 
event of the failure of either to do so, 
the assessing or collecting office, may 
select such property as herein provided 
to be exempt from State, County, 
Municipal and every other political 
subdivision ad valorem tax. 


Section 2. Tjje personal prpperty of 


any resident of this State who is 
married or the head of a family in 
specific articles to be selected by such 
resident, not exceeding in value the 
sum of One Hundred Dollars in ad- 
dition: to his or her wearing apparel, 
and that of his or her family, shall be 
exempf from any and all State, Coun- 
•ty, Municipal and every other political 
subdivision ad valorem.tax; provided, 
that the owner or his agent, or, in the 
event of the failure of either to do so, 
the assessing or collecting officer, may 
select such property as herein pro- 
vided to be exempt from State, Coun- 
ty, Municipal and every other po- 
litical subdivision ad valorem tax.

of the United Stales, it was my duty, 
with 'the aid- of the congress, to pre- 
serve our neutrality, to shape our 
program of defense to meet rapid 
changes, to keep our domestic affairs 
adjusted to shifting world conditions, 
and to sustain the policy of the good 
neighbor. ' 
• 


"It was also my obvious duty to 


maintain to the utmost the influence 
of this mighty nation in our effort to 
prevent the spread of war, and to 
sustain by all legal means, those gov- 
ernments threatened by other gov- 
ernments which had rejected 
the 


principles of democracy. 


"Swiftly moving foreign events made 


necessary swift action at home and 
beyond the seas, plans for national de- 
fense had to be expanded and ad- 
justed to meet new forms of warfare. 
American citizens and their welfare 
had to be safeguarded in many for- 
eign zones of danger. National unity 
in the United States became a crying 
essential in the. race of the develop- 
ment of unbelievable types of espion- 
age and international treachery. 


"Every clay that passed called for 


the postponement of personal plans 
and partisan debate until the latest 
possible moment. The normal condi- 
tions under which I would have mada 


public declaration oi my personal 
desires were gone. 


"Thinking solely of the national 


good nnd of the international scene, 
"fcamc 'to the' t-eluctnHt'c'oTicltisloh 
thnt such declaration should not be 
made before the national convention. 
It wns accordingly made to you with- 
in nn hour after the permanent or- 
ganization of the convention. 


"Like nny other man, 1 am compli- 


mented by the honor you have done 
me. But 1 know you will understand 
the spirit in which 1 say thnt no cull 
of party nlone would prevail upon me 
to nccept re-election to the presidency, 
The real decision to be made In these 
circumstances Is not the ncceptance of 
n nomination, but rnther nn ult I mate 
willingness to serve if chosen by the 
eleetornte. Many considerations enter 
into this decision. 


"During the past few months, with 


due .congressional approval, we have 
been taking steps to implement the 
totnl defense of America. I cannot 
forget,that in tarrying out this pro- 
gram 1 have drafted into the service 
of the nation ninny men nnd women, 
taking them away from important 
private businesses. I have asked them 
to leave their own work, and to con- 
tribulc their skill nnd experience to 
the cause of their nation.
